Eight bikes recovered, five unclaimed 





in two separate incidents, the 
CSUS Public Safety Department 
has recovered eight stolen 
bicycles since Saturday afternoon 
the department reported 

There have been 33 reported 
bicycle thefts from the campus in 
the past two months as well as 
three reported stoien mopeds 

This past Saturday, Sept. 29, of- 
ficers arrested a black male walk- 
ing through the dormitory area 
carrying a three - and - one - haif 
foot long pair of boltcutters and 
recovered, from the trunk of a 
Chevrolet Monte Carlo, two stolen 
bicycles 

And on Wednesday morning 
about 1:30 am. two juveniles 
“were riding bicycles, carrying 
bicycles and already stashed two 
bicycles under (juy West Bridge 
according to Dennell. They aiso 
had a pair of boltcutters and were 
arrested. 

Out of the eight bicycles 
recovered in the two incidents, five 
have not been claimed yet 

“A lot of people wil! not report 
their bike as being stolen either 
because they figure since they 
don't kriow the serial number or 
the model number, recovery of 
their bike is hopeless," Donnei! ex- 
plained. “Based on the des- 
Cription, we can identify a bicycle”

Ransom and Donnell feel the 
Safest storage or parking areas for 
bicycles are the bike lockers 
rented out by Associated 
Students, Inc. each semester for 
$12 pius a $5 deposit 

Also, if bikes are kept in a “cen- 
tralized” place, like the racks on 
Sinclair Road, they are “much 
easier to keep an eye on.”

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Making Sacramento mass transit a better alternative

“We've spent so much on freeway and car 
mobility, we've left ourselves open to dependence of 
foreign oi! Traffic signs, asphalt pavement, painted 
lane dividers — all of those are petroleum based.” 
said Al Bulf, public relations manager for the 
Modern Transit Society of Sacramento 

“Mass stupidity by government agencies with 
unlimited funds and resources” has caused the 
United States’ lack of adequate public transpor- 
tation, according to Bulf. “We need a crash program 
in developing new means of transit,” he added 
- MTS currently is pushing for the passage of 
Measure C, a November baliot initiative requiring a 
two - thirds vote which would provide funds for the 
Operation and expansion of Regional Transit's bus 
fleet through an additional one - quarter cent saies

More time - transfer schedules. which set bus 
transfer layovers to approximately five minutes 
already in use at Florin Center would be expanded 

Aiso, more bus lines would be created for areas 
without bus service 


In addition ta the operations revenue which 
would be generated by the Passage of the measure 
funds for new buses and shelters and light rail 
system Construction are now available from the state 
with the passage of Proposition § and SB 620 


Proposition 5 delayed the allocation of gasoline 
tax revenues for the consiruction of light rail transit 
as a Capital expenditure 

SB 620 established a $65 million fund for the 
construction of rail transit after “a big drive in the 
legisiature by the governor, the Assembly Transpor- 
tation Committee chair, and the Senate chair.” said 
MTS president Wayne Hultgren 


The $65 million will be allocated to cities opting 
for rail transit. “There is nu reason why Sacramento 
Shouldn't have $20 or $30 million,” said Hultgren. 

Light rail would be able to carry 210 passengers at 
Speeds of up to 60 miles per hour. LRT, a single elec- 
tric vehicle that can be linked to form two, three or 
four car chains, would be abie to transport riders 
from bus transfer stations and from park/ride lots. It 
would cost one - tenth the construction cost of the 
heavy rail Bay Area Rapid Transit System, according 
to MTS, since it would travel on the Southern Pacific 
night - of - way and would require virtually no 
demolition or heavy engineering 

The feasibility of LRT serving downtown and nor- 
theast Sacramento is currently under study by the 
Folsom Corvidor Policy Advisory Committee with 
members from the City Council, County Board of 
Supervisors, CALTRANS, Regional Transit and the 
general public 


The public members on the committee are MTS 
member Curtis Mekemson and CSUS Civil 
Engineering professor Lester Gabriel, « 

Mekemson is the campaign manager for Sac 
ramentans for Expanded T ansit, which is age 
vocating the local sales ta, boost to expand trahalt 
services. “It's extremely difficult to persuade 
thirds of the people to vote for a tax increase; 
then again, it's difficult te get two - thirds of the 
peopie to vote for anything.” ed 

Though Gabriel has just begun working with the 
committee, according to John Schumann, light rail 
planner for the Foisom Corridor study, “Les is com- 
ing in at the right time.” 

“We are just starting to decide the alignment of 
the syste: with the (CSUS) campus,” Schumann 
said.

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On Monday night President Carter addressed the 
nation with his plan for dealing with the Soviet 
Brigade in Cuba. Going into the speech, Carter had 
been placed between two very strong obstacies. He 
was forced to propose a plan that not only would 
appease Hawks who wish SALT |! to fail, but also 
one that would not disillusion Carter supporters with 
a bigger than necessary military or economic action 
It appears the president choose the only reasonable 


option available to him, and in doing so has satisfied | 


both factions 
that’s about as far as it goes. Carter's plan of in- 
special Caribbean military task force has curbed 


some Senate furor over the issue, but not ai! 
in his speech, Carter also downplayed the im- 


portance of the Soviet Troops there in relation tothe | 


security of the United States and other countries in 
Central and South America. Doing this, stating that 
Soviets have no aggressive intentions in that region 
has opened another avenue by which Carter det- 
ractors could attack the president, citing that ne is 
trusting the Russians’ word without proof of their 
supposed peaceful! intent 


One of the first to take up this line of attack was 
Senator S. | Hayakawa (R - Calif.) who said Carter 
has “made no demands whatever on the Soviets He 


accepts all their explanations and behaves like a lit 
tle lamb." Undoubtedly, more statements that Carter 


did not act strongly enough with the Soviets wil! 


anise 


Comments from the other side of the debate have 


been equally critical of Carter's action Gov. Jerry 
Brown said, “It demonstrates ignorance of Latin 
American realities and moves us a step cioser to ac 
tua! military action.” 

Carter was in a difficult spot, and the action he 
has taken on the issue of Soviet Troops in Cuba 
seems to be the best move politically and militarily 
Though hard - core Hawks and Doves remain 





Modifying daylight savings time 


On Sunday, Oct. 28, most of the nation wii! be 
making a belated return to Standard Time. Many of 
you may have noticed that it is now necessary to turn 
the lights on in the morning upon arising By the time 
Daylight Savings Time ends this fall, sunrise in Sac 
ramento will be at 7:27 a.m. Pacific Daylight Time 
after most people have awakened Some parts of the 
country have this problem much worse than we do 
— for more than 60 million Americans living in states 
on the western edges of time zones or in the eastern 
halves of states split by a zone, sunrise in October is 
not until 8 a.m. daylight time or even tater. This 
poses not only a hazard to school children but it also 
negates the energy - saving effects of an extra nour 
of daylight in the evening, as well as being an al! - 
around pain in the neck 

On the other hand, in April in Sacramento under 
present law sunrise is between 5:15 and 5°51 Stan- 
dard Time, and many parts of the country have sun 
rises before 5 a.m., two full hours before the average 
person arises. Therefore | propose both getting rid 
of getting up in the dark in October and wasting 

daylight in Aprii by doing the following 
First of all, national dayiight saving time should 
begin the last Sunday in March, not Apri! Here in 
Sacramento, average sunrise on the first day of 
daylight savings under my pian would be at 6 58a m 
daylight time. For all ordinary purposes, it is light by 
7 a.m. daylight time at the end of March in much of 
the country and soon after 7 in the rest of it 

Also, Congress should enact a law permitting 
those states reasonably able (that includes Califor- 
mia) to observe double daylight time from the first 
Sunday in May until the first Sunday in August !f we 
did this, here in Sacramento sunrise during the 
double daylight saving time period would be 
between 6:41 and 7:10 am. with sunset occurring 
between 9 and 9:34 p.m. Full darkness would not ar- 
rive until between 10:04 and 10:20 pm | calculate 
that under present iaw 26 states and smal! parts of 10 
others could take advantage of doubie daylight time

United Nations deciared that 
modern economical development 
was occurring. it was also called 
the period of "miracie developing ” 
Fox explained that by the end of 
the ‘60s, food shortage, unem- 
ployment, illiteracy, etc. were still 
running rampant through the 
Third World countries 

A re - evaluation of economic 
and political development and 
ethical question has been ex- 
amined since then 

* In food availability, agriculture 

has become a business in Third 
World countries, instead of the 
traditional individual farmer rais- 
ing enough produce for his own 
consumption only. Fox said, for a 
return on capital and more profit 
“property is being put under the 
control of fewer people. To have 
more land means a higher profit 

Development is increasing 
profits to the extinction of the in- 
dividual farmer and increasing the 
cost of food, according to Fox

“Multinational corporations,” 
explained Fox. “increase jobs but 
also destroy artisan types of jobs.” 
There is an abundance of labor 
and a lack of capital in the Third 
World countries Some companies 
go to foreign countries tor cheap 
labor and others go to be closer to 
raw products 

Changes in multinational cor- 
porations in Third World countries 
may mean iaying off workers, 
which, according to Fox would 
Cause “an inequality in jobs.” Fox 
ilustrated his point by saying there 
were 15,000 artisans who made 
shoes by hand in Equador Whena 
major shoe factory came into the 
country, it only provided 200 jobs 
along with more efficiency and 
cheaper products. The artisans are 
atfected by local changes and are 
sometimes forced out of work by 
Mass - producing competition, Fox 
explained 

‘if, multinational corporations 
disappeared today development 
would still be here perhaps 
worse.” Fox said

Although this ts the first year the 
program has been implemented 
Gambles said, “There is a student 
interest and the first certificate 
May be issued as early as at the 
end of spring semester 

The idea of such a certificate 
was formed by a now defunct com 


mittee of faculty members The 
departments welcome the ad 
dition of students and the faculty 


passed the certificate curriculum 
fast spring The program is presen- 
tly funded by a four - year federal 
grant from the Department of 
Labor 
This certificate program is the 
only active curriculum of its kind 
otfered at CSUS. “The concept is 
not new, however,” Gambies said 
The University at San Diego has 
100 such programs.” 


Enthusiastic about the 
program, Gambles. a_ former 
member of the Federal Trade 


Commission and a 10 - year Sac- 
ramentan feeis that, with the 
Stabilization of enrotiment, “it is 
time for a new program of this sort 
The University can better aid its 
Students and the community by 
focusing in on their needs.”

if you suffer from a migraine headache, a sexual 
problem or pain from the dentist's drill, you just 
might turn to drugs or aicohol for reiief. However 
treatment for these probiems very likely could in 
volve hypnosis. The use of hypnotherapy in the 
treatment of emotional and medical probiems is 
growing despite incurring a somewhat unsavory 
reputation from the use of hypnosis in the enter 
tainment fieid 

Although hypnosis is gaining in popularity 
among psychologists and other professionals 
hypnotherapy lacks acceptance by the medical 
community. According to Cari Thompson, a 
licensed marriage and famiiy counselor There 
have been very few medical schools that have done 
any training as tar as hypnosis is concerned 

What has happened is that physicians, or den 
tists or whichever professional peopie who wanted 
some specialized training in hypnosis had to go to 
the stage hypnotists or to someone who presented 
himself as a teacher in hypnosis in order to get the 
training

According to Thompson, almost 70 percent of the 
people who corne to his office have some type of 
sexual dysfunction He said, “Sex is the least im 
portant thing in the world Survival is the most im 
portant thing, at least unconsciously. A person may 
experience a threat to one of the survivai issues of 
life, and then that threat is associated with sexuality 
it is easier to give up the sexuality 

Various techniques are used to facilitate 
hypnosis. The operator (hypnotist) can use his voice 
or have the client look at a spot on the wall 
Thompson relies on his voice and the rapport that 
exists between him and his client. He uses pacing 
which calis attention to everything around the client 
The ciient can take jotice of something and then 
leave it 

Pacing aliows one to go inside — whatever that 
means and then most people experience a 
number of things said Thompson. “Most lose track 
of time and, frequently, experience a tremendous 
sense of relaxation
